I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  1939.  The  delay  in  presentation  is  due 
to  the  delay  in  receiving  the  Registrar  General's 
returns  on  which  the  Vital  Statistics  are  based. 

The  Report  is  considerably  curtailed  in 
accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  tne  Ministry  of 
Health . 

The  outbreak  of  war  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  under  review,  required  much  attention  to 
be  devoted  to  Air  Raid  Precautions.  In  spite  of 
this  additional  burden  the  health  services  of  the 
District  were  maintained  at  a high  level.  This  is 
reflected  in  the  Death  Rate,  the  Maternal  Mortality 
Rate,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  the  Still  Birth 
Rato,  which  are  all  lower  than  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole.  The  Birth  Rate  however,  suffers  in  a similar 
comparison.
